Recent  developments  in  TV 
technology  have  made  small  TV 
cameras  and  compact-sized  tele- 
vision tape  recorders  operation- 
ally and  economically  suitable  for 
classroom  use,  according  to  Ed- 
wards. 

The  TV  system  is  used  by 
CDFR  for  the  training  of  teach- 
ers, class  lectures  and  observa- 
tion of  various  aspects  of  human 
development. 

There  are  five  advantages  of 


the  TV  setup: 

• Focuses  attention  on  one  as- 
pect of  child  behavior  at  a time. 
The  students  see  the  same  thing 
because  camera  focuses  on  one 
activity  at  a time. 

• Provides  flexibility  in  stu- 
dent observations. 

• Allows  student  to  view  lab 
situations  in  the  classroom  and 
discuss  them. 

9 Allows  the  teacher  to  store 
demonstrations  and  lab  observa- 
tions on  video  tape  for  repeated 
use. 

• Provides  excellent  means  of 
self-evaluation  by  student  teach- 
ers.

He  has  completed  the  require- 
ments for  his  master’s  degree  by 
attending  BYU  during  the  sum- 
mers of  those  school  years.

Last  year  Wilson  was  the  re- 
cipient of  a full  tuition  scholar- 
ship plus  a $6,000  federal  grant 
to  do  graduate  research  in  Edu- 
cational Psychology  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington  Counseling 
and  Guidance  Center. 

Upon  his  return  to  Somoa  this 
summer,  Wilson  hopes  to  revise 
some  of  the  testing  patterns  and 
curriculum  “to  more  accurately 
fit  the  Polynesian  frame  of  ref- 
erence.”

These  are  the  people  who  have 
brought  convenience  and  com- 
mercialism to  Wrangell. 

One  of  the  newer  faces  in  town 
is  Bill  Klink,  chief  of  police. 

Bill  was  born  and  raised  in 
Fontana,  Calif.  He  moved  to 
Wrangell  to  “get  out  of  the  rat 
race.” 

He  enjoys  administering  the 
law  in  a town  where  people  re- 
spect it  and  where  the  youth  have 
“freedom  by  parental  consent 
rather  than  freedom  by  rebel- 
lion.” 

Wrangell  has  many  faces.  In 
most  of  them,  you  see  a stem 
calmness  that  comes  from  people 
who  know  what  it  means  to  work 
and  who  love  their  retreat.

TEST  SET 

The  first  manned  test  of  the 
Apollo  spacecraft  is  scheduled  for 
later  this  year. 

Carrying  three  astronauts,  the 
Apollo  will  be  launched  from 
NASA’s  Kennedy  Space  Center  on 
an  earth  orbital  mission  designed 
to  test  spacecraft  systems  under 
conditions  similar  to  those  to  be 
encountered  on  a moon  trip. 

This  manned  flight,  the  Apollo 
7 mission,  will  be  the  sixth  test 
flight  of  the  Apollo  spacecraft.  The 
astronauts  will  be  boosted  in  an 


orbit  about  100  nautical  miles 
above  the  earth  by  a two-stage 
Saturn  launch  vehicle.

Although  still  valuable  as  a re- 
source for  water  storage,  recrea- 
tion, and  a settling  for  agricultural, 
industrial,  and  domestic  wastes, 
Utah  Lake  is  a sad  contrast  to  the 
“clear,  clean  lake  with  abundant 
wildlife”  from  which  “tons  of  na- 
tive cutthroat  trout  were  netted 
in  the  1850’s”  as  described  by  early 
settlers  in  the  area. 

Taking  advantage  of  a rare  high- 
water  year,  researchers  will  col- 
lect samples  from  24  permanent 
testing  stations  twice  a week  dur- 
ing summer  and  fall  months  and 
twice  a month  during  the  colder 
months. 

Object  of  the  tests  is  to  find  out 
how  and  why  the  lake  changed  and 
if  it  can  be  changed  to  a more 
desirable  state. 

Collected  data  will  al  be  anal- 
yzed and  transferred  to  IBM  cards 
and  stored  in  a BYU  computer, 


available  to-  each  participating 
agency. 

One  project  already  under  con- 
sideration is  the  proposed  diking 
of  the  large  marsh  areas  of  Provo 
and  Goshen  Bays  to  increase  the 
depth  of  the  lake. 

Because  the  lake  is  extremely 
shallow,  with  an  average  depth 
of  only  nine  feet,  evaporation  of 
great  quantities  of  water  occurs, 
and  this  is  intensified  by  the  almost 
daily  afternoon  winds. 

Such  diking  could  have  marked 
positive  or  negative  effects  on  the 
water  quality,  wildlife  production, 
and  evaporation. 

Also  participating  in  the  study 
are  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation, 
Central  Utah  Water  Conservancy 
District,  United  States  Steel  Corp- 
oration (Geneva  Works),  Utah 
County  Resources  Develo  p m e n t 
Committee,  and  the  Utah  State  De- 
partment of  Health.
